Hung-fal, a boy, had 
been dangerously hurt, having 
sustained a fractured skull.

that the boy is In an extremely 
critical condition and may not 
recover, but the other two are 
improving. : 

The car fell wbout 15 feet, and 
was completely wrecked.

She fousid 
that fuetual information was 
yiven in the majority of food ad- 
vertisements, sometimes the pro- 
cess of manufacture or methods 
of preparation were given, many 
included recipes ur offered to send 
them upon request. Specific 
qualities of the product were fre- 
quently discussed. Of the textile 
advertisements studied, the same 
was true, Fastneas of colour, re- 
liahility, process of manufacture 
and historic origin ef design were 
some of the educational features 
of these advertisements, After 
these had al] been classified and 
analysed for misrepresentation, 
exaggeration, etc, similar adver. 
tisements from current journals 
were selected for compariaon. 
Concerning these, Misa Abell 
says: Exaggerations or partial 
truths were found in only . very 
few of the ~ advertisements. 
In ‘xzencral, advertisements that 
detract from the buyer's .com- 
petency are fewer, and it may be 
anid that the advertising of foods 
and clothing hns, during the past 
three years, gained in educational 
value for the consumer.
